Feller’s Boyhood Dream Loses Appeal 
Comes True Tomorrow

BOSTON, Oct. —~(UP)—The 
burning dream that was born 
when he rode behind a plow in 
an Iowa corn field and which was 
kept afire through 12 years as a 
major leaguer was about to come 
true today for fireball Bobby 
Feller—greatest pitcher of mod- 
ern times,

Instead he sat quietly and al- 
most sadly in the background 
while two other kid pitchers, 
Lefty Gene Bearden and Sopho- 
more Bob Lemon, took all of the 
bows for Cleveland's first pen- 
nant since 1920, 

For it was Bearden and not 


simple one. Feller provided it 
himself when he wrote & book 
two years ago and explained how 
he had attained every goal he 
had set out for in baseball—ex- 
cept one, That one, the biggest of 
all, was to pitch in a world series, 

The gangling right hander first 
wanted to set a strikeout mark for 
a single game, He almost did it 
in his first full-game «ssignment 
in the big leagues with 17, then 
he equalled the modern mark 
with 18 in 1988 against Detroit in 
a game which, incidentally, he 
lost. 

Then he wanted to pitch a no- 
hitter, He did that against the 
Chicago White Sox in the open- 
ing game of the 1940 season and 


ter against the New York Yankees 
in the 1946 campaign, 

He wanted to set a strikeout 
record for an entire season, He 
did it with 348, also in the 1946 
season. And he wanted to pitch 
more low-hit games than anybody 
else who ever donned a glove, He 
did that with two no-hit games 
and nine one-hitters, setting a 
mark that probably no one will 
ever surpass. 

This season, though he appear- 
ed to be as fast and as clever as 
ever, the batters got to him. Time 
after time he was batted out of 
the box. 

Finally, when it seemed as if 
the Indians would lose the pen- 
ant they were battling for so vali- 
antly, manager Boudreau said 
that “we can win it—but not with- 
out Feller,” 

RESPONDED TO CALL 

Feller responded to that call. 
He won seven out of eight key 
games during the crucial stretch 
period and once again seemed to 
be the modern master of the 
mound, He lost his last effort on 
Sunday, when the Tigers batted 
him out in a hurry, Bearden 
came back yesterday to win the 
game that Feller fumbled.

PARIS, Oct. 5.—(BUP)— 
The United Nations Security 
Council, over the bitter ob- 
jections of Russia, voted to- 
day by 9 to 2 to give a full 
public airing to the Berlin 
dispute. Soviet delegate An- 
drei Vishinsky immediately 
announced that Russia will 
boycott the council's debate 
of the issue.

HAVANA, Oct. 5.—(BUP)—Hurricane winds reaching 
130 miles an hour spread death, injury and destruction 
through this Cuban capital city of 500,000 persons early to- 
day and then headed for Florida.

VERY SEVERE 

(In Washington, a

tinues on its present course.) 

Hurricane force winds roared 
through Miami at the end of the 
Florida Keys shortly before noon 
Other gales of the storm were 
blowing in gusts through Miami's 
streets and full hurricane force 
winds were expected in the winter 
resort capital before 5 p.m.

Congratulations For 
Central Mortgage 


Editor, Bulletin.—Mr. Prudham, 
in his address to the National 
Home Builders Association, stated 
that they were going to fight any 
further effort to make housing a 
public utility. He might have 
clarified further that he and his 
associates were going to fight to 
see that the veterans who spent 
five or six years in the Forces are 
going to be denied that shelter 
which it is the duty of the Fed- 
eral Government to provide. 

Mr, Prudham is very perturbed 
by the fact that if the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion are allowed to build more 
houses, then the houses that he 
and his associates are building 
will not be sold so readily, This 
is worrying the members of the 
National Home Builders Associa- 
tion a lot more than whether or 
not the population of this country 
is housed, 

On checking with the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion, I find that they have 1,533 
active applications in their office 
at the present time, a large num- 
ber of which are emergency cases. 
In addition there must be a simi- 
lar number of applications listed 
with the Emergency Housing 
Bureau, so that there is no doubt 
that there are over three thou- 
sand families urgently in need of 
accommodation, These are mostly 
comprised of low income workers 
and the majority of them are vet- 
erans who served at military rates 
of pay and have not the means to 
make a down payment to pur- 
chase a home, The gratuities so 
graciously granted by the Govern- 
ment have already been dissipat- 
ed by high living eosts If there 
had been price controls, not only 
on food but on building materials, 
etc, the present deplorable situa- 


tion would not have developed 

lhere are hundreds of houses 
standing idle In this city at the 
present time because the people 


who are in need of them have not 
the necessary money to make a 
down payment 

We find families of four five,* 
and even six, living in one room 
There are others who are paying 
forty and fifty dollars for base- 
ment suites, and there hun- 
dreds of others living in houses 
that have been condemned, but 
Mr. Prudham and his associates 
are going to fight to see that 


are 


these citizens who have given so 
much for the welfare of the 
country and who received so little 
in return are denied decent shel- 
ter 

Obviously the years petween 
1939 and 1946 have been financial- 
ly kind to the members ot the Na- 
tional Home Builders Association. 
It is strange that the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion can bid up to $12.50 per 
thousand for lumber than the 
members of the National Home 
Builders Association and yet 
they can put up better houses at 
less cost. 1 did not think that 
there was such efficiency in the 
public service and the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion are to be congratulated on 
their wonderful showing, as with- 
out the houses erected by them 
and the emergency shelter pro- 
vided by the City of Edmonton, 
the accommodation — situation 
would be a thousand times worse 
than it is. 

Instead of opposing houses 
being built by the Central Hous- 
ing Corporation, they should be 
encouraged to build more—in 
fact we could use 5,000 of these 
houses in this city right now. J 
would suggest that Mr, Prudham 
and the members of the National 
Home Builders Association 
should not stress the fighting 
angle too much, If there are any 
fighting qualities available there 
may be ample opportunity to dis- 
play them within the next year or 
so.

Editor Bulletin. — The argu- 


ments currently put forward in 
favor of relaxing rental control 
are based on a false analysis. 

(1) Landlords are entitled to 
bring rentals into line with other 
liying costs. In all fairness, this is 
true where applicable, However, a 
roof is something towards which 
we cannot display buyers’ resist- 
ance—we MUST have one. If 
butter becomes too expensive we 
can reduce consumption, but ac- 
commodation does not offer the 
same freedom of choice, Further, 
landlords can be granted fair in- 
creases through the WPTB, which 
can use its power to restrain 
unfair tactics on the part of both 
landlord and tenant. 

(2) Decontrol is expected to 
produce a leyelling-off as supply 
overtakes demand, This is a dim 
and distant prospect, Edmonton. 
jans should take a brief trip 
through the city and see the in- 
credible amount of building now 
being done. If this giant building 
project is producing practically 
no improvement, then it is surely 
over-optimistic to expect the re- 
grouping of tenants caused by de- 
control to have much effect. Well- 
informed individuals of my ac- 
quaintance see /little chance of 
any real improvement before 
1952. 

The answer? Cet us tenants and 
landlords make private agree- 
ments as regards rent increases. 
If a satisfactory agreement cannot

of begging, borrowing from Army 
Air Force, etc., of whatever they 
had to get to finish the job.

But now the hardrock boys are 
oer in in a big way, There is

extensive diamond drilling going 
on, Several of the biggest name 
companies are already involved,

The most striking sight in thie 
bustling city is the old, long-dis- 
used, original river steamer, She 
stands high and dry, like Noah's 
ark must stand on Mount Ararat 
—or wherever it is, 

The old-timers in these parts 
still regard the stern-wheeler trip 
from Whitehorse to Dawson as @ 
rare treat, It takes three days to 
go and about seven to come back, 

The current in the Yukon River 
is very swift—seven miles ap 
hour, they tell me.

During what they still call “the 
boom” log cabins or other shack 
rented here for as high as $100 
per month. 

The whole town seems busy 
now improving or building: homes, 
The weather is ideal here at the 
moment, 

The log cabin style is stil] @ 
favorite. The finest house in town 
cost $80,000 in wartime—but has 
about 18 rooms—and it is all logs, 
beautifully fitted. 

The great northern tourist surge 
has not yet materialized over the 
Alaska Highway. The peak for 
Whitehorse was reached on July 
13, with about 330 “outsiders'* 
cars in town—mostly from U.S. 

An “outsider” is anybody living 
outside the Yukon or Alaska,

The long-suffering United Na- 
tions Security Council yesterday 
heard am argument to end all 
arguments when Soviet Delegate 
Vishinsky took the floor and, 
with a perfectly straight face, de- 
clared that there is no Soviet 
blockade of Berlin, 

A few members of the council 
smiled at the audacity of this 
claim. He was pursuing typical 
Communist tactics, 

Vishinsky was, of course, fight- 
ing to keep the Security Council 
from consideration of the charges 
by the western powers that the 
blockade is a menace to world 
peace. He declared the demand 
for UN consideration of the dis- 
pute was groundless, “as it does 
not fall within the scope of the 
Security Council.” So in order 
to clinch his argument he cooly 
caused the blockade to vanish 
with a wave of his hand, 

He argued that the issue should 
be sent to the big-four council of 
foreign ministers, This in its turn 
was another astonishing proposal, 
in view of the fact that the coun- 
cil of foreign ministers has long 
been rendered impotent by Soviet 
obstruction, Obviously the Rus- 
sians are stalling for time, 

Well, it’s easy to understand 
the anxiety of the Russians to 
keep the UN from passing judg- 
ment on the charge of aggres- 
sion. They have no intention of

Of course, there is the pos 


sibility that Russia and her 
satellites would walk out of the 
UN if the Soviet Union were 
branded as an aggressor, though 
the Reds would be loath to aban- 
don an organization which is se 
useful to them, 

There are many observers who 
feel that a split in the UN might 
be a good thing. The democracies 
would at least get a chance to do 
some constructive work, whereas 
thus far the Russiams have ham- 
strung the peace organization, 
while using it as a propagands 
sounding-board for themselves, 

But, says someone, that means 
“two worlds” instead of one. The 
answer to this is that irrespece 
tive of the UN, we already have 
two worlds—the Communist bloe 
and the Democratie bloc, Com- 
munism and democracy never 
can be welded into “one world.” 
They just don't ‘mix, and the 
UN can't make them mix,
